Investigation of a Suspicious Fire
in a " Double-Deoker- ."

Flrf Marshal Mitchell began nn
Investigation at Flro Headquarter!
to day of tho suspicious clrcum-'- .
stances of a lire vhlch occurred late
on Friday night In the tenement 222 Kust
Eighty-fourt- h street. The oubreak was
very suspicious, ami but for Its timely
discovery might have resulted In loss of
life. Twenty families were In great
peril, as the fire occurred at an hour
when nearly everybody was In bed.

Tho attention of the Fire Marshal was!
called to the lire by an anonymous com-

munication on Baturday mornlngi nn.l
Since then Mr. Mitchell and his assist- -

unts have I ti looking Into tho affair,
At the Investigation this morning sev-

eral tenements of the house were exam-
ined. The tenement Is live stories high
an.l one of the kitel known as "double-deckers.- "

Four families Use en each
floor. The evidence gleaned by Mr.
Mitchell shows that the I, laze was with-
out clouht of incendiary origin,

The testimony given before the Fire
Marshal at the Investigation this morn-
ing shows that the lire was in the room
of i.ouis Bamansky, on the top floor,
front, east side. Semansky. his wife
and child were not at home at the time
of the lire, which was discovered by a
man living across the ball, who saw
smoke coming out between the crevices
In the door and noticed the reflection
of flames inside through the transom.
He burst In the door and found u lively
blaze In the kit, h.-- of the flat.

Some of the tenant;, put out the toe
with pails of water. This done they
examined the mi where the Rumen hud
started and made discoveries. The fire
had started ill u box ll'led with chips
of wood, which stood under a table.

On the table was a lighted kerosene
lamp. Another lamp als i lighted was
in the room, The table and an x

i.ex' to it had nltvady caught tire when
the tenants hurst Into the apartment.
Had not the lire been discovered .lust
when it was the flames would have
spread through that floor In a little lime.

Ono of the tenants who helped put the
blaze out preserved what Was left of the
box of chips which were blazing under
the table and turned It over to the
Fire Marshal, who. upon making an

or the stuff, discover.'! that
the box of chips had been saturated with
kerosene oil.

It came out at the investiga-
tion that the Remanskys had
lived In th.- house only two
months, and that thev were insured
for tl.OOO In the London, Liverpool und
('.lobe Insurance Company, It was as-
serted that thev were over insured. The
result of the Flro Marshal's Investiga-
tion has not been mad,1 public.
